A $20,000 orchid collection at

The building inspection de- 
partment consists of the build- 
ing inspector and his assistant. 
The building inspector receives 
a salary of $551 monthly and 
his assistant $389. These salar- 
ies constitute over 83 per cent |

Last year’s budget was $12,459, | 
and actual expenses $12,345. The 
increase this year is entirely in 
the salary schedule. 

Building inspection fees last 
year. totaled $17,240, and we have 
budgeted revenue of $9000 this 
year, anticipating a sharp decline 
because of the lack of availability 
of vacant lands in the city limits. 

The poundmaster’s salary this 
year is to be $4068 compared with 
last year’s actual of $3640 and 
budgeted of $3519. Operation of 
the department is budgeted at 
$4055 eompared with last year’s 
actual of $3050 and budgeted of 
$3705. 


The municipal water depart- 
ment budget does not affect the 
tax rate. Under our ordinance, 
the department may not be. sub- 
sidized from general city funds, 
and conversely no water depart- 
ment money may be diverted to 
general city purposes. 


As the department started op-| 
eration only Mareh 1, we do not) 
have a budget for the last: year to! 
compare. The : water . department | 
serves only the area: easterly of;

As to Beauty, but Are Valuable Compost 


By TERRY LEE 


This is the time the gardener 
pulls up old plants and prepares 
the ground for new ones. It is re- 
freshing, after a summer of bright 
color, to see freshly turned soil 
as a carpet in front of green 
bushes. 

You are a wise gardener if you 
prepare your soil first, then go to 
the nursery to buy your plants. 
There are snapdragons, stock, 
pansy, primula, marguerittes, cin- 
eraria, and even a few broccoli 
and cabbage plants to tuck in 
among the flowers if you are tired 
of full-scale vegetable gardening. 

The pile of old plant material 
may become alarmingly large, 

and is usually disposed of by a 


bonfire. This is a fitting end 
for diseased material and 
weeds.
